Uncle Sam's Seivice Thirty 


Years Ago.

the visitors at the capitol was ex-Gov- 
erfcor Merriwether, of Kentucky, who 
succeeded Henry Olay in the United 
States senate, and seived two years by 
appointment of the ^;overnor of Ken- 
tucky. 
In 
1857, 
Mr. 
Merriweiher 
was governor of the territory of New 
Mexico, and his business to Washington 
at this time is to press a claim for 
some $1,500 for balance of salary due 
him as governor of New Mexico and 
difibnraing officer in the territory for 
the general government. 
The claim 
was presented mauy years ago, but the 
papers in the case were lost and re- 
mained lost for twenty years. 


About four years since the venerable 
governor came to 
Washington, and 
though none of the clerks in the de- 
partment knew of the papers, he suc- 
ceeded, after a tireless search, in un- 
earthing them and in getting a favorable 
recommendation of his claim from the 
court of claims. 


Afterward a bill was introduced in 
congress providing for its payment. 
It 
never got further than a favorable re- 
port from the committee on eiaims, and, 
like hundreds of similar bills, was never 
acted on by the house and senatt. 
The 
old governor is now eighty-nine years of 
Dgi3, and looks like Rip Van 
Winkle. 
Be was made much of on the floor of 
the hourse when he was introdnced to 
many 
of the 
prominent 
dtmocratic 
members this forenoon by Congressman 
Caruth, of Louisville. 
He has presided 
over two-thirds of the democratic state 
conventions that have been held in the 
blue grass state during the past twenty 
or thirty years, and has served as a state 
Benator in the legislature for many years. 
The old gentleman is in needy circum- 
stances, and his many friends hope Le 
may be able during the present congress 
to collect the money so long due him 
from Uncle Bam.

Ovens 
HAT* 
T a k e n I t s P l a c e — N e w Fashions. 


"I want you to build a brick oven in my 
house," 


"A what, sir?" asked an oven builder of 
a wealthy gentleman who had just 
furnished a country house. 


"A brick oven," replied the banker. 
"Why, bless your soul, sir, I guess youi 
grandmother used the last one that was 
ever built, and you used to watch her cook 
bannocks for you when you wore frocks." 


"Well, my wife wants an oven and 1 
want her to have one. 
Just let me look 
at som^." 


"Here is one that will do for you if you 
are only renting your house. It is a port- 
able oven, and can be taken apart and 
packed into a small space when moving 
day comes along. It is made of sheet iron 
nearly half an inch thick. 
The oven 
stands about a foot from the ground and 
is supported by small iron posts. It is 
quickly heated, and is made in sizes small 
enough to cook a dinner for two persons 
or large enough to cook for a party of 
thirty." 


"Yes, but my house is my own." 
"Well, here is the oven jou want. We 
build it in your house. It is made on the 
principle of the base burning stove. It is 
free from gas, well ventilated, and only 
uses one scuttle of coal a day. 
Tiie oven 
is an oval one and can be regulated in 
size. 
On the top are places for pots and 
kettles, and at the back an arrangement 
for heating water. This will cost you just 
fl50. 
Just 9 little difference from the 
old brick oven in which a wood lire was 
built, eh?" 


"Great innovations in ovens?" observed 
a reporter who had overheard the conver- 
sation. 


"I should say so. We make an oven 
with half a dozen shelves in it, and you 
can cook pastry, bread, joints and poultry 
at the same time, and on top of tlie stove 
have your soup, vegetables and fish pre- 
paring. For bakers and candy makers 
we have t he large revolving racks. These 
are worked by machinery, and .some of 
them will bake 150 loaves of bread at a 
time. A cracker manufacturer lia.s an oven 
with revolving racks that is tiiree stories 
high. The crackers are put on the racks 
and get cookeil by the time the rack 
reaches the top flowr again."—New York 
Mail and Express.

Gold in California was first

Gen. Sutter, of Celoma. 
One of the most 
distingnished of scientists and naturalist.^, 
Profei^sor Agassiz, was a Swiss; the great- 
est silk ePtablishmentin the United States 
is owned and conducte(f by a Swiss; the 
president of one of the principal banks of 
New York, Lselin, is a Swiss; the largest 
and most sumptuous restaurants of that 
city are those of Delmonico and Monquin, 
both Swiss; and the principal restaurants 
of San Francisco are also conducted by 
Swiss. The richest banking establishment 
of San Francisco is that of A. Bord & Co., 
likewise Swiss. 
The only two Swiss 
journals, The 
Schweizer-Araerikanischa 
Zeititug, of New York, and The Elvezia, 
of San Francisco, the latter published iu 
Italian and edited with ability and great 
care by Cavalli, and from which we take 
these notes, may be proud of representing 
a colony in the United States as distin- 
guished as it is honored and rich.—Trans- 
lated for Public Opinion from 11 Progresso 
Italo Americano.

Uiw and Abase of Oil Lamps. 


As the subject of lamp explosions is 
receiving the attention of the press, a 
few remarks respecting the canse of 
snob accidents may not be out of place 
at the present time. 
• 


A recent number of the ScientifiG 
American contains a statement of some 
experiments which have been made 
•with several lamps of the most im- 
proved pattern. 
These 
experiments 
were conducted by two professors at 
the laboratory of the Cornell Univer- 
sity. The result was that, after two and 
a half hours continuous burning, three 
of the most popular and powerful lamps 
heated the oil in their several tanks to 
a temperature of 104 to 110 degrees F. 


This being considerably above the 
flashing 
point, 
and in excess of the 
temperature establislied by the law of 
theiitate, it was suggested that the 
Legislature should change the present 
standard of safety to a higher one, in 
order to meet the requirements of mod- 
e m lamp improvements. 


It was supposed that such a measure 
would in a great measure avert the fre- 
quency of serious disasters occurring 
from explosions. 
A knowledge of the 
construction and working of oil lamps 
will show that such a method of rem- 
edying the evil would be far from ef- 
fective. 


According to the experiments re- 
ferred to, it would seem that before an 
explosion can occur it is necessary for 
the body of oil in the tank of a lamp to 
attain a temperature high enough to 
evolve vapor. 
It can be provedj how- 
ever, by convincing evidence that such 
a conclusion is quite erroneous. 


Take for illustration a lamp with a 
clear glass tank, and examine the out- 
side of the tank 
after the lamp Las 
been burning some time. 
It will be 
discovered that the interior of the glass 
above the oil level will be obscured by 
a thick vapor, though the main body of 
oil is quite cool. 


The rapid generation of this vapor 
conclusively 
shows 
that 
the main 
source of danger is not in the heated 
condition of the oil in the tank, but in 
the brass tube i-r chamber 
through 
which the wick passes down into the 
oil. 
It should be obsi-rved that upoir 
the upper end of this wick tube rests 
the flame of the lamp, while the lower 
end is inside the oil tank. 


Being in close contact with a flame 
of iuch intensity, this tube must soon 
reach a high temperature. 
The con- 
sequence is that as the oil flows up the 
wick 
and comes in contact with 
the 
heated tube vapor is quickly gener- 
ated. 
This vapor, being highly explo- 
sive, collects in the oil tank, and be- 
comes a prominent source of danger. 


If the action thus described wore 
more generally known and understorvl, 
there would be doubtless fewer acci- 
dents. 
People who have occasion to 
use oil lamps would most probably ex- 
ercise more care, and not rely as much 
as they do upon the efficacy of good 
oil. 


It is not likely that oil could be man- 
ufactured that 
would withstand 
the 
heat referred to without 
vaporizing, 
and where vapor is formed aud closely 
confined it becomes a source of imme- 
diate danger. 


It has been stated upon reliable au- 
thority, that there is a daily average of 
over 300 lamp e.xi)losioBS in the United 
Sates, and; yet it is a common prac- 
tice with lamp-dealers to consign such 
contingencies to the realms of the im- 
possible.—Boston Cultivator.

"Pr0gr(issive 
observation" 
is 
the 
name given to a now Boston game that 
has l^en taken up with interest in 
social circles. 
It has an 
advantage 
over "don]i:ey parties" and progressive 
eucher 
in that it teaches something 
useful. 
The hostess i)rovi<les five ta- 
bles, at which are seated four or five 
persons, 
or even 
more if 
desired. 
Table No. 1, or the "head" table, rej)- 
resents the seuse of sight, the highest 
sense. 
Table No. 2 is touch. No. c 
hearing. No. 4 smell, and No. 5 taste. 


There is a teacher for each table, 
and the teacher is supplied with a vari- 
ety of objects suited to the usti of the 
table. 
For instance, the teacher at the 
sight table holds before each player in 
turn a collection of small objects on a 
tray, and after 
the 
lapse of half a 
minute takes away the tray and asks 
the player to name the articles. Or th« 
teacher gives each person a single arti- 
cle and, after a short inspection, calle 
for answers to all the questions thai 
can be asked about it. 
Score is kept 
by the teacher, and the jjlayer making 
the least mistakes progresses to the 
next table. 


At the close of the evening the player 
who has made the most "progressvms" 
is awarded the prize. 
The variety oi 
objects for the several tables is only 
limited by the teacher's ingenuity and 
the resources of the house. 
At the 
"touch" table the players close theii 
eyes and depend upon the sense of feel- 
ing alone for their impressions of arti- 
cles given them. 
This is not so easy as 
it may be supposed. For the "hearing*^ 
table a musical instrument may bo used 
and the test given on a note or combi- 
nation of notes; or a number of thir 
glasses may bo used in a like way, the 
player being asked to give the number 
of a particular sound 
which is giver 
alone after being struck in a regular suc- 
cession. 
For the taste and smell tables 
the kitehen can be drawn upon, and 
such things as flour, meal, powdered 
macaroni, corn starch, 
granuni, and 
others, whose 
taste aud smell in the 
raw state are either not very pronounced 
or not familiar, are good for the pur- 
pose 


The game is not so much like "child's 
play" as may be thought. 
True, it had 
its origin in the "plays" of kindergarten, 
but, concludes the Louisville Commer- 
cialf as developed and enlarged, the 
idea proves very well adapted to the 
entertainment of grown, people who art 
rational enough to like a little sense 
with their fun.—Philaddnhia Star.

can cook pastry, bread. Joints and poultry 
at the same time, and on top of the sto* 
have yonr soup, vegetables and flsh pre- 
paring. For bakers and candy make 
we have the large revolving racks. These 
•re worked by machinery, and some 
them will bake 150 loaves of bread at 
time. A cracker manufacturer has an oven 
with revolving rocks that is three stori 
nigh. The crackers ore put on the racks 
and get cooked by the time the rac 
reaches the top flow again."—New Tor 
Mail and Express.

The richest banking establishment 
of San Francisco is that of A. Bord & Co., 
likewise Swiss.

On and Abnw of Oil tamps. 


Al the subject of lamp explosions to 


receiving the attention of the press, a 
few remarks respecting the cause of 
such accidents may not be out of place 
•t the present time. 
. 


A recent number of the Scientific 


American contains a statement of some 
experiments which have been made 
with several lamps of the most im- 
proved pattern. These experiments 
were conducted by two professor* at 
the laboratory of the Cornell Univer- 
sity. The result was that, after two and, 
a half hoars continuous burning, three 
of the most popular and powerful lamps 
heated tbe oil in their several tanks to 
a temperature of 104 to 110 degrees 1?. 


This being considerably above the 


flashing point, and in excosd of the 
temperature established by the law of 
the State, it was suggested that the 
Legislature should change the present 
standard of safety to a higher one, in 
order to meet the requirements of mod- 
ern lamp improvements. 


It was supposed that snob a measure 


would in a great measure avert the fre- 
quency of serious disasters occurring 
from explosion*. A knowledge of the 
construction and working of oil lamps 
will show that such a method of rem- 
edying the evil would be far from ef- 
fective. 


According to the experiment* re- 


ferred to, it would seem that before an 
explosion can occur it is necessary for 
the body of oil in the tank of • lamp to 
attain A temperature high enough to 
evolve vapor. It can be proved, how- 
ever, by convincing evidence that inch 
ft conclusion is quite erroneous. 


Take for illustration a lamp with a 


clear glass tank, and examine the out- 
side of the tank after the lamp has 
been burning some time. It will be 
discovered that the interior of the glass 
above the oil level will be obscured by 
a thick vapor, though the main body of 
oil ifl quite cool. 


The rapid generation of this vapor 


conclusively 
shows that the main 


source of danger is not in the heated 
condition of the oil in the tank, but in 
tile brass tube or chamber throngh 
which the wick passes down into the 
oft 
It should be observed that upon* 


the upper end of this wick tube rests 
the flame of the lamp, while the lower 
end is inside the oil tank. 


Being in close contact with ft flam* 


of iuoh intensity, this tube must soon 
reach ft high temperature. 
The coo* 


sequence is that as the oil flows up the 
wick and cornea in contact with the 
heated tube vapor is quickly g -ner- 
ftted. This vapor, being highly explo- 
sive, collects in the oil tank, and he- 
cones a prominent source of danger. 


If the notion thus described were 


more generally known and understoo.1, 
there would be doubtless fever acci- 
dents. People who have occasion to 
we oil lamps would most probably ex- 
ercise more care, and not rely ai much 
as they do upon the efficacy of good 


It is not likely that on could be m«n- 


ufactnrml that would withstand the 
beat referred to without vaporizing, 
and whore vapor is formed and closely 
confined it becomes » sonro* of imme- 
diate danger. 


It has been stated upon reliable au- 


thority, that there is ft daily average of 
over 300 lamp explosions in the United 
Sates, and) yet it is a common prao- 
tioe with lamp-dealers to consign such 
contingencies to the realms of th« im- 
possible.—Bottom Cultivator.

"Progressive observation" 
is the 


name given to a now Boston game that 
has been taken up with interest in 
social circles. 
It has an advantage 


over "donkey parties" and progressive 
encher in that it, teaches something 
useful. The hostess provides five ta- 
bles, ftt which are seated four or five 
persons, or even more if desired. 
Table No. 1, or the "head" table, rep. 
resents the sense of sight, the highest 
sense. Table No. 2 is touch, No. 3 
hearing, No. 4 smell, and No. !> taste. 


There is a teacher for each table, 


and the teacher is supplied with a vari- 
ety of objects suited to the use of the 
table. For instance, the teacher at th« 
sight table holds before each player in 
turn a collection of small objects on * 
tray, and after the lapse of half > 
minute takes away tho tray and asks 
the player to name the articles. Or thfl. 
teacher gives each person a single arti- 
cle and, after a short inspection, calls 
for answers to nil the questions that 
can be asked about it. Score is kept 
by tho teacher, and the player making 
the least mistakes progresses to the 
next table. 


At the close of the evening the player 


who has mado tho most "progressions* 
is awarded the prize. The variety ol 
objects for the several tables is only 
limited by the teacher's ingenuity and 
the resources of tho house. At the 
"touch" table tho players close theii 
eyes and depend upon the sense of feel, 
ing alono for their impressions of arti- 
cles given them. This is not so easy at 
it may bo supposed. For the "hearing11 
table a musical instrument may boused 
and the test given on a note or combi- 
nation of notes; or a number of thin 
glasses may bo used in a like way, the 
player being asked to give tho number 
of a particular sound which is given 
Alone after lieing struck in a regular suc- 
cession. For tho taste and smell table; 
tho kitchen can be drawn upon, and 
such things as flour, molil, powdered 
macaroni, corn starch, granum, and 
others, whoso taste and smell in tht 
raw state are oither not vory pronounced 
or not familiar, aro good for the pur- 
pose.
